Committee approves switch for

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Changing the way 
teachers grade 


School Comm. approves new report card format

AGAWAM — The Agawam School Com- 
mittee approved a change to the format for 
report cards used at Agawam High School 
after a request from Superintendent William 
Sapelli and High School Principal Steve Le- 
manski. 

The decision took place at the Tuesday, 
Oct. 23 meeting. 

The format will add a numbered grade for 
each course taken by a student for his or her 
work addressing an “academic expectation 
of the term.” 

There are five academic expectations that 
were identified by high school staff through 
professional development last year. The ex- 
pectations are incorporated into each class 
taken by a student. 

However, assessment for those five stan- 
dards would be too cumbersome for teach- 
ers, Lemanski said. 

“We have been asking our teachers to take 
on a lot,” he said. “There are teacher evalua- 
tions and updates to the Common Core stan- 
dards that they are currently dealing with.” 

A pilot program was developed, and a 
rotation will be done with the five expecta- 
tions, with each being a focus of a particular 
term. With only four terms in a school year, 
the fifth expectation will be assessed on re- 
port cards at the beginning of the next school 
year before the rotation starts over again. 

The five expectations for academic learn- 
ing are: Listen and read for understanding, 
speak and write to communicate effective- 
ly, research information using appropriate 
methods, use critical thinking skills to solve 
problems, and use technology competently. 

During the first semester, teachers have 
been incorporating the first standard — to 
listen and read for understanding — into

class activities, projects, and assignments. 
Lemanski said all teachers are on board with 
the experiment. 

“Ideally, we would like to be giving as- 
sessments for all five of the expectations,” 
said Lemanski. “But we are going to start 
with this pilot program first.” 

On the report cards, the numbered grades 
will be in the last column, and assessments 
of meeting the standard will be given a 1, 2, 
3, 4, or an asterisk. A “4” is the best grade a 
student can receive and means he or she has 
exemplary or advanced skills in that expec- 
tation. A “3” is proficient, a “2” is satisfac- 
tory, a “1” is considered beginning, and an 
asterisk means unacceptable. 

Lemanski said the recent work is part of 
the district’s response to recommendations 
made by the 2008 New England Association 
of Schools and Colleges (NEASC) report. 
NEASC is the organization responsible for 
giving the high school accreditation. 

School Committee member Linda Galar- 
neau asked Lemanski if students and parents 
are aware of the academic expectations de- 
veloped. She also asked where definitions 
for each number are located on the report 
card. 

Lemanski said there is not room on the 
card, but they will provide that information 
to parents. 

“We are going to be working them into 
the student guide and the program of stud- 
ies, which is being reworked for next year,’ 
said Lemanski. 

Sapelli sought a vote from the school com- 
mittee to show support for the change in the 
report card format. No other changes were 
recommended. Letter and effort grades will 
remain the same on the report cards, which 
are issued four times per year. 

The school committee vote to approve the 
change was unanimous.

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Boldyga, Di Santi spar in debate 


Candidates clash on issues

AGAWAM — The two candidates facing off next month 
for the state house seat that represents Agawam, Granville, 
Russell and Southwick, went head to head last week in a 
candidate’s forum hosted by the West of the River Chamber 
of Commerce. The event, held Oct. 18 at Roberta Doering 
School, resulted in an evening of lively exchanges about a 
range of topics that impact the Third Hampden District. 

Incumbent state Rep. Nicholas A. Boldyga (R-Southwick), 
and his opponent, Democrat Samuel Di Santi of Agawam, 
took part in a Lincoln/Douglas style debate to address ques- 
tions from the audience that included, among other things, 
Di Santi’s criticism of Boldyga’s participation in the Ameri- 
can Legislative Exchange Council (ALEC), particularly as it 
may affect education policy. 

Boldyga is listed on the ALEC website as its Massachu- 
setts chairman. In total, there are more than 70 state chair- 
men, as some states have two and several have three. 

ALEC describes itself as “non-partisan, individual public- 
private membership association of state legislators,’ study- 
ing issues of common interest, including education. ALEC 
contends that it wants to “advance reforms through parental 
choice, to support efficiency, accountability, and transpar- 
ency in all educational institutions, and to ensure America’s 
youth are given the opportunity to succeed.” In Di Santi’s 
view, its real goals are privatization and union busting. 


Questions from audience 

Education arose first as one of the submitted ques- 
tions from the audience: What would each candidate do to 
strengthen elementary and secondary schools in the towns 
of the Third Hampden District? Under the agreed-upon rota- 
tion, Boldyga spoke to that question first. 

He said that he is a graduate of a public high school him- 
self, and a graduate of a local institution of higher learning, 
Western New England University. 

“Tm still paying off my college loans,” he said, adding he 
is very aware of the issues in this area. 

As to his record in regards to education: he said that dur- 
ing his first term, there was an effort to cut advanced place- 
ment (AP) monies for schools in the state budget. This would 
have threatened the ability of high schools in the area to offer 
their brightest students access to rigorous, college level AP 


courses. “[But] I worked with my Democratic colleagues,’ 
he said, adding that he helped rescue such programs from the 
threatened cuts through the Massachusetts Math and Science 
Initiative (MMSI). That sort of constituent representation 
and responsiveness “‘is what I’ve done for the last two years 
and I will continue to do that.” 

Di Santi replied sharply, “We need someone on Beacon 
Hill who is going to work for the students and work with 
the MTA” — the Massachusetts Teachers Association. This 1s 
where Boldyga’s involvement with ALEC came up. Di Santi 
said that ALEC is pressing for the privatization of the school 
system. “You can’t be for education if you support ALEC,” 
he said. 


Questioning each other 

In a later portion of the program (what the moderator 
called the “Lincoln/Douglas” debate), the candidates asked 
each other questions, and had opportunities to rebut the an- 
swers they received. Here, Di Santi returned to ALEC. 

“How can you belong...and still maintain you have the 
interests of the people of Hampden [County] at heart,’ he 
wanted to know. 

According to Di Santi, ALEC is run by large corporations 
and supported by the Koch brothers — Charles and David 
Koch, billionaires who together own most of the equity of 
Koch Industries, which has interests in oil refining, chemi- 
cals, minerals, commodity trading and services. The Koch 
brothers’ support of a variety of free-market oriented organi- 
zations has made them quite visible. 

Boldyga apparently understood Di Santi’s challenge as 
implying that he was supported by the kind of big money 
deployed by Koch Industries and other corporations of that 
scale, a point he targeted in his response. 

He said that he had been outspent in all his campaigns, 
and Di Santi is likely to outspend him in this one. He added 
that Di Santi is here resorting to “very Washington talking 
points.” 

Boldyga has been, on his own account, waging this cam- 
paign by knocking on doors and talking to voters about 
their concerns. None of them has yet expressed an interest 
in ALEC, he said, so he was surprised that Di Santi is so 
intrigued by it. 

The candidates did discuss other issues during the forum. 
Di Santi said, for example, that he believes small business- 
es should have opportunities to write off the value of their 
equipment and machinery more rapidly than at present for 
purposes of tax relief. Boldyga replied that the key issue for 


Knapik celebrates opening of Gateway 
Cities Innovation Institute 


State Sen. Michael R. Knapik, R-Westfield, applauded the 
opening last week of the Gateway Cities Innovation Insti- 
tute, a new center dedicated to providing research and tools 
to promote gateway cities throughout the Commonwealth. 

Gateway cities, like Chicopee, Holyoke and Westfield, are 
mid-size cities that have traditionally served as gateways to 
the middle class but struggle today to move beyond their in- 
dustrial pasts. In the legislature, gateway cities are represent- 
ed by the Gateway Cities Legislative Caucus which works to 
advance the priorities of gateway cities. 

This year the caucus successfully passed a new education 
grant, available to schools in Gateway Cities, laid the ground- 
work to obtain additional funds for rehabilitating historic 
buildings, which are often concentrated in Gateway Cities, 
and initiated a conversation to ensure that the transportation 
needs of Gateway Cities are met as the Patrick Administra- 
tion drafts a new statewide transportation plan. 

The new Gateway Cities Innovation Institute will provide 
research and tools for Gateway Cities to advance their goals 
and the Institute will recruit leaders from these cities to serve 


as fellows — community leaders who are experts in matters 
that are important to Gateway Cities, like education, housing 
and job development — to advise the institute’s staff and 
share solutions with state and local officials.

businesses is the cost of doing business in Massachusetts as 
a whole, and that this includes energy costs and regulatory 
red tape as well as taxes. 

He said that when he talks to business people in this dis- 
trict they complain that they “used to be able to file for only 
two permits a year, whereas now it is likely to be a dozen 
or two dozen,’ and he expects to address such issues in his 
next term.

Can you decide 
death with dignity? 


hile only three state-wide questions 

will appear on the Nov. 6 general 
election ballot out of a whopping 20 that 
did not gain enough support, one measure 
to establish an “Act Relative to Death with 
Dignity” has gone largely overlooked in 
the various political races across the Com- 
monwealth. And it deserves a much closer 
examination. 

When we think of assisted death in this 
country, euthanasia proponent Dr. Jack 
Kevorkian comes to mind as the extreme 
prodigy for the movement. Ballot Ques- 
tion 2 asks voters to approve or deny the 
proposed law, which proponents are clear 
to point out is not akin to assisted suicide. 

According to text of the initiative, the 
proposed measure would allow for a ter- 
minally ill patient to be given lethal drugs. 
A terminally ill patient would be defined 
as a patient given six months or fewer to 
live. Patient requesting the medication 
must be mentally capable to make medical 
decisions while consulting their respec- 
tive doctors. Patients would be required to 
submit their request orally twice and wit- 
nessed in writing, and the initial verbal re- 
quest must be 15 days prior to the written 
request and second oral request. A blood 
relative could also authorize the request in 
concert with the patient. A second doctor 
must confirm the patient’s terminal diag- 
nosis and capability to make health care 
decisions. A “Yes” vote would enact the 
law. 

According to the question’s main sup- 
porter, The Massachusetts Death with 
Dignity Coalition, 

“The act gives patients dignity, control, 
and peace of mind during their final days 
with their families and loved ones. These 
are very intimate personal choices that 
should remain in the hands of the individ- 
ual, not the government.” 

Not surprisingly, the Mass Medical 
Society opposes prescribing life-ending 
drugs to a patient with a terminal illness, 
claiming it is “fundamentally incompat- 
ible with the physician’s role as healer.’ 
Catholic Cardinal Sean P. O’ Malley con- 
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curs, arguing that the measure is morally 
wrong, and that beneficiaries of terminal- 
ly ill patients could abuse the provisions 
presented by the proposal. 

What is often overlooked in this grand 
debate that has raged on in our country 
for well over two decades now is the su- 
per advancements in physicians’ lifesav- 
ing medical procedures coupled with ever 
more sophisticated pharmaceutical drugs. 
This new science extends the lives of not 
only younger persons facing terminal 
medical challenges, but also the elderly. 

So is it wrong to deny patients — many 


against their own will — to allow their bod- 
ies to further decay and continue suffering 
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when they know the last gasp of their in- 
curable illness is only a question of when 
- not if? In many minds, death is a highly 
personal experience, and it can be excru- 
ciating and drawn out for individuals who 
are terminally ill and for their families. 

Or is our time here on earth a predeter- 
mined calculation by God no matter how 
ill we become? Is this law a seduction of 
the soul that offers an easy way out that is 
morally corrupt? 

This debate is one important reason vot- 
ers should be sure to educate themselves 
about ballot questions prior to heading to 
the polls on Nov. 6.

Re this month, by total luck, I ran into 
‘63 classmate Ron Yerrid in the parking 
lot at McDonald’s.

life of the community.” Is a beer and wine 
tasting compatible with those guidelines?

I’m not sure of the exact date that alcohol 
started being served at the Leonard House,

No doubt 
I looked just like he had seen me back in

that I hope it never happens again.” 

The “Octo-snow,’ as Cohen calls it, 
dropped about 10 inches of heavy wet snow 
locally. Most of the damage occurred be- 
cause of the timing of the storm — when the 
leaves were still on the trees. 

The combination was a recipe for disas- 
ter as the following morning, a Sunday, af- 
ter residents managed to unbury themselves 
from the unexpected fall blast, they had to 
try to navigate through roads that had tree 
limbs hanging, or downed wires and debris 
blocking one or both lanes. 

It took about two days for Agawam and 
other communities to organize a response 
to the storm and about that amount of time 
before Western Massachusetts Electric 
Company (WMECO) — which was widely 
criticized for their handling of the storm — to 
start to respond to the 80 percent of the town 
that was without power. 

Cohen said outside factors such as govern- 
ment and WMECO response caused compli- 
cations in the restoration process, but he was 
proud of the way local officials handled the 
situations. 

“Looking back, I am very proud of the 
police, fire, emergency management, public 
works, and all the employees of the town,” 
said Cohen. “They all did an excellent job 
and did the best they could. And we did not 
lose any lives as a result of the storm.” 

Since the storm, Cohen said the town has 
been working to update the emergency man- 
agement website, and provide information 
for residents about storm preparedness. He 
also said the town has applied for a Federal 
Emergency Management Agency (FEMA) 
grant to buy a backup power generator for 
Agawam Town Hall. It took three days be- 
fore the town hall was operational to help 
field calls from concerned residents. 

The Department of Public Works (DPW) 
had the tall task of making the roadways at 
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budgetcabinetsales.com 
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least passable for residents and for power 
crews needing to reach blocked areas of 
town to restore power. 

DPW Superintendent Christopher Golba 
said he felt his crews did the best job they 
could and are always prepared, but that ev- 
ery situation is different. 

“There are some things you cannot pre- 
pare for,’ said Golba. “We can do the best 
we can to have practices, but every storm or 
disaster is different.” 

Cohen said he agreed, as most town offi- 
cials commented last year that they had not 
seen a disaster like the snowstorm in their 
entire lives. 

But Cohen also said he believed the storm 
offered an opportunity to see what the towns- 
people are made of. 

“This was a situation where you saw peo- 
ple and their families come together,’ said 
Cohen. “The people in Agawam are strong 
and are dedicated to helping themselves 
and each other. Every situation is different, 
but our goal will always be to keep people 
safe.” 

Cohen, Golba, and Emergency Manage- 
ment Director Chet Nicora advise residents 
to learn more about individual preparedness 
and make sure they are stocking enough food, 
water, and other provisions in the event of an 
emergency. The updated emergency man- 
agement website (http://www.agawamem. 
org) also has information about town proce- 
dures and where shelter is located. 
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School Committee approves graduation change

committee to address the issue “as quickly 
as possible” so he and his staff could begin 
making preparations for graduating the more 
than 300 seniors. 


Many pluses to current site 

Agawam has held graduation ceremonies 
at Symphony Hall for more than 20 years. 
Lemanski recommended continuing to hold 
graduation at that location for a variety of 
reasons. 

“Not only is their staff professional and 
friendly, but their facility has many features 
that complement our graduates and their 
honored guests,” he explained in a memo to 
the committee. 

He added that Symphony Hall is large 
enough to accommodate many guests, but 
yet small enough to maintain a feeling of 
closeness among graduates, their families, 
and their friends. “Its upscale décor empha- 
sizes just how very special this milestone is,” 
said Lemanski. 

When contacted later and asked if he had 
looked at other possible locations to hold 
graduation for the 2013, he said he had. 
““We’ve considered the Mass Mutual Center, 
but it just seems too big.” 

Prior to moving to Symphony Hall, Aga- 
wam used to hold graduation at the East- 
ern States Exposition’s Coliseum building 
in West Springfield. Lemanski said some 
people have asked him about again using the 
Coliseum, but he said there are drawbacks to 
that location. For instance, the Coliseum is 
not air conditioned and it has a dirt floor. 

Agawam began using the Coliseum for 
graduation in the 1960s when class sizes 
became too large for the high school audi- 
torium. According to the superintendent’s 
office, the Class of 1965 was the first senior 
class to use the Coliseum. 

Lemanski said with more than 2,500 peo- 
ple attending graduation ceremonies, it re- 


quires a location other than the high school. 
He said the school doesn’t have an indoor 
area that can handle such a large number of 
people. 

He added that while many schools hold 
graduation outdoors, concerns about the un- 
predictability of weather conditions doesn’t 
make that a viable alternative for Agawam. 

According to the tentative contract with 
Symphony Hall that Lemanksi provided to 
the committee along with his reasons for 
recommending it, the fee to rent the site for 
graduation is $5,750. 


More weekend time to celebrate 

After so many years of having a tradi- 
tional Sunday graduation, Lemanski said he 
doesn’t believe that moving it to Saturday for 
2013 will create any problems. “I’m looking 
forward to it,” he said. 

He added that the change to a Saturday 
morning graduation also has a positive ben- 
efit for graduates and their families. “There 
are many graduation celebrations, so having 
graduation on a Saturday allows more time 
on the weekend after graduation for families 
to celebrate.” 

Lemanski said he doesn’t know yet if this 
is a one-year change, with graduation going 
back to being held on a Sunday in 2014, or 
if it is perhaps the beginning of a new tradi- 
tion. 

“I don’t know which direction we will go 
for next year,’ he said “It all depends on the 
availability of Symphony Hall and whether 
or not Saturday works better.” Moving the 
day, he added, might not “make a differ- 
ence.” 

Lemanski said the fact that the town 
adopts its school budget on an annual basis, 
likely precludes the possibility of negotiat- 
ing a multiple-year contract with Symphony 
Hall. 

“We have yearly school budgets, so we 
usually do it year by year.”

The two-income family has grown so 
much in recent years that it has almost 
become the norm. It’s often not a ques- 
tion of “Does Mom work?” but rather, 
“What does Mom do for a living?” Still, 
having both parents contributing to the 
household income means changes to the 
family dynamic are inevitable. This begs 
the question of how to balance it all. 

Proponents of dual-income families 
say that in an economy where everything 
seems to cost more, it’s a smart idea for 
both parents to work.

An ‘electritying’ night of Russian music 


Springtield Symphony Concert 
Nov. 3 features Van Cliburn 
winner pianist Ralph Votapek

SPRINGFIELD — The very first winner of the Van Cliburn 
International Piano Competition, Ralph Votapek, will join 
the Springfield Symphony Orchestra in a night of “electrify- 
ing” Russian music Saturday, Nov. 3 at 7:30 p.m. in Sym- 
phony Hall. 

Maestro Kevin Rhodes will lead the orchestra in an eve- 
ning of all Russian music, Borodin’s “Prince Igor Overture’, 
Prokofiev’s “Piano Concerto No. 3’, and Tchaikovsky’s 
“Symphony No. 2” also known as “Little Russian’. 

The concert is a special one for Rhodes because he studied 
piano under Votapek at Michigan State University. Now, the 
master comes to Springfield to play with his former student. 

“It is also special because Ralph Votapek will reprise his 
performance of the Prokofiev ‘Piano Concerto’ which he 
won with in the inaugural Van Cliburn Competition a little 
over 50 years ago,” said Rhodes. 

The Van Cliburn International Piano Competition was first 
held and won by Votapek in 1962 in Fort Worth, Texas and 
is hosted by the Van Cliburn Foundation. It was created by 
Fort Worth area teachers in honor of Van Cliburn, who had 
won the first International Tchaikovsky Competition four 
years prior with Tchaikovsky’s “First Piano Concerto and 
Rachmaninoff’s Piano Concerto No. 3.” 

Born in Milwaukee, Votapek’s compelling keyboard style 
embodies all that is best in 20th-century piano traditions. A 
New York critic wrote, “He combines the elements of the 
grand-manner prewar era with the modern-day virtues of 
fastidious clarity and electrifying rhythmic flair.” 

Votapek has frequently played with the Philadelphia 
Orchestra, the New York Philharmonic, the Los Angeles 
Philharmonic, the Pittsburgh Symphony, the San Francisco 
Symphony, National Symphony, and leading orchestras in 
St. Louis, Houston, Dallas, and Louisville. 

“I call this concert ‘Electrifying Russian Music’ because 
of its fire, poetry and tonal warmth,” said Rhodes. 

Based on thematic material written between 1911 and

1916 “Piano Concerto No. 3” is Prokofiev’s most popular. 
The concerto opens with a gentle theme, is followed by a 
section of several rapid, virtuosic motifs in the percussive 
style, common to his piano music and then coalesces. Subse- 
quent movements involve intense variations and then it fades 
off in a whisper. 
Borodin 

Alexander Borodin was a Russian romantic composer of 
Georgian—Russian parentage. He was a member of the group 
of composers who were dedicated to producing a specifi- 
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cally Russian kind of art music. He is best known in the U.S. 
for his music from “Prince Igor”. 

Based on a Russian epic from the 12th century, it recounts 
the story of the heroic Russian warrior who goes to war with 
the Polovtsi, a Tatar warrior tribe. But a sudden eclipse of 
the sun bodes ill for [gor’s army; after it is defeated, he is 
captured. After many tribulations, Igor manages to escape 
and rejoin his faithful wife. 

Tchaikovsky 

Composer Peter Tchaikovsky’s inspiration went through 
extreme cycles, tied to his frequent bouts of deep depression 
and self-doubt and he went through many mood swings. But, 
it was in his symphonies where he most overtly expressed 
his emotions. 

Rhodes and the orchestra will present his aptly named 
“Little Russian’. The symphony incorporates three authen- 
tic folksongs originating in what the Russians called “Little 
Russia’, which is actually the Ukraine, now. He heard those 
songs in the streets of a small town. The symphony had a 
successful premier in 1881 Moscow. 

An informal half-hour discussion about the evening’s con- 
cert, “Classical Conversations,” will be held at 6:30 p.m. in 
the hall with Maestro Rhodes. After the concert, the audi- 
ence is welcome to meet Maestro Rhodes, Ralph Votapek 
and the musicians in the Mahogany Room. 

The Center for Human Development and the Springfield 
Symphony Orchestra are collaborating to collect winter hats, 
mittens and scarves for Greater Springfield families and are 
asking orchestra patrons to donate those items at the con- 
cert.
